The  Fifteenth  Annual  Session  of  the  Atlantic  Mission  Con- 
ference convened  in  Bethel  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  at 
Rowland,  N.  C,  Tuesday,  October  17th,  191 1,  at  9  a.  m..  Bish- 
op W.  F.  Anderson,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  presiding. 

After  devotional  exercises,  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Su- 
perintendent, the  Secretary  and  Dr.  W.  E.  Tomkinson,  admin- 
istered the  Sacrament  of  our  Lord's  Supper  to  the  preachers 
and  congregation  present.

SUPERIXTEXDEXT'S   REPORT. 

On  the  i8th  day  of  last  April  Bishop  Anderson,  appointed 
me  Superintendent  of  the  Atlantic  Mission  Conference.  I  did 
not  want  the  job.  I  offered  every  excuse  that  I  could.  And 
as  fast  as  I  offered  them  the  good  Bishop  would  answer  until 
I  looked  in  vain  for  one.  I  had  a  good  charge,  a  loyal  people 
and  a  well  furnished  parsonage  in  one  of  the  best  towns  in  the 
South.  I  arrived  in  Morehead  City  the  30th  day  of  May  with 
my  family.  We  w'ere  met  at  the  station  by  the  Rev.  W.  J. 
Flint  who  introduced  us  to  the  Charles  Hotel.  We  soon  found 
a  good  house  and  moved  in. 

The  last  day  of  ]^Iay  was  spent  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Gra- 
ham Collegiate  Institute.  I  met  the  Rev.  Z.  Weston  that  day, 
he  wanted  me  to  take  his  work,  I  did  so. and  appointed  the 
Rev.  W.  A.  Burnett  of  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  in  his  place  who 
has  done  a  splendid  work.  I  also  appointed  Rev.  C.  M.  White 
<if  Athens.  Tenn..  pastor  of  the  Wildwood  charge.  Brother 
White  has  done  faithful  work.  He  reports  all  claims  paid  in 
full. 

We  have  had  good  revivals  in  nearly  all  of  our  charges 
resulting  in  300  conversions  and  206  accessions.  We  have 
improved  the  following  churches  or  parsonages:  Marshall- 
berg.  Morehead  City.  Parmele,  Ocracoke,  Pates  and  Rowland, 
at  a  cost  of  $842.  This  conference  comprises  forty-five  coun- 
ties in  North  Carolina  and  seven  in  Virginia. 

There  may  be  some  of  our  people  who  think  that  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  is  not  wanted  in  this  piart  of  the  State. 
T  speak  after  a  very  careful  examination  and  say  that  there 
is  a  great  demand  for  at  least  one  hundred  churches  in  this 
Conference  now.  I  know  that  it  will  take  "Grit.  Grace  and 
Greenback"  to  build  these  churches,  but  we  have  that  as  a 
Church.  Why  delay?  A  very  large  number  of  our  church 
members  from  the  North  are  coming  this  way  every  year  they 
go  into  other  churches  because  we  are  not  there.  Will  we 
allow  this  to  continue?  A  man  of  the  business  world  would 
say  no.  Then  what  will  the  greatest  evangelistic  Church  of 
America  say? 

I  find  in  this  Conference  five  stations,  two  half  stations  and 
seven    circuits.     All    well    located    serving    a    good    people.     I 
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think  every  charge  has  paid  their  pastors  salary  in  full  for  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Conference.  The  pastors  have 
all  stayed  by  their  work  and  have  moved  quietly  on. 

We  must  build  not  less  than  ten  churches  next  year.  I 
want  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and 
the  Church  Extension  to  this  matter.  We  are  unable  to  build 
churches  by  the  score  with  six  hundred  dollars,  the  amount 
that  you  allow  us. 

I  have  secured  about  one  hundred  subscribers  to  the  Advo- 
cate Journal,  since  I  came  to  this  conference.  Brethren  this  is 
our  church  paper.  I  want  you  to  see  that  it  goes  into  every 
one  of  our  church  homes.  One  dollar  spent  in  this  way  is  the 
greatest  investment  that  we  can  possibly  make. 

We  have  nine  boys  and  girls  in  the  Athens  School  of  Tenn., 
from  this  Conference.  And  we  can  find  others  in  every  one  of 
the  fifty-two  counties  within  the  bounds  of  our  Conference. 
Where  shall  they  go  to  school?  Shall  they  go  to  Athens,  six 
hundred  miles  away  ?  I  answer  in  the  name  of  everv  pastor 
and  layman  in  this  Conference  and  say  no,  a  thousand  times 
no.  We  must  have  a  school  well  equipped  in  our  midst  that 
will  do  the  work  of  our  Zion.
